the ardent abolitionist

Withent examining the matter from
g0 extreme a gtandpoint, we still seem
to find good and suflicient reasons why
the practice of marking books is &
needless and senseless one.  Allowing
that n book is made for use, and that
the student must consider himself be-
fore he does his baoks, it may still be
granted that, other things being eqnal,
a method of mse which defaces the
hook is not so desirable as one which

does noty and for a dozen obyious rea-
sonsg, if onn wishes to make usable

references to the books he reads, noth-

ple #s a systemn of «lips arranged like
n eard index.  The student is very lit-
tle botter off for having  pencil marks
against passages which have pleased

him at first reading: he has simply in-

dulged a childish desire to express his
gratifieation, and might as well elap
his hands or stamp his foot as to dab a

black serateh down the clean margin

of the page before him.  OF the hun-

dred people who marks bhooks, it is safe
to say that ninety five per cent, have
no purpose in the enstom heyond such
an outbrenk of pleasure or dislike.

We are not speaking of the sentimen-

tal young ladies, whose underacorings
are &0 much in the nature of a personal
revelation that the novels they read are
hetter fitted to be burned as private
diaries than for after cireulation, but
of really thonghtful and stndions men;
and of the five per cent. we have ex-
cluded, at least balf never achieve any
wactical results by their annotations.
hey have a vague intention of some
time referring to a choiee passage, but
that is the end of it, especially as it is
difficult to see how a pencil mark in
some shut book standing among a
shelf-full of others would help him to
find it if he remembers it when the oe-
casion of nse presents itself.

There is another point.  The use of
a eriiteh produces lameness.  The man
wha treats his baoks rightly will be re-
warded by the growth of a sixth sense
in lhandling them. They will come
nalf way to meet his inquinng intelli-
wgenee,  “Genmne bookmen,” to quote
John Hill Barton, “like printers, have a
gort of instinct, sharpened by training
and practice, the power and acntencss
of which astonishes the unlearned;”
they read with their fingers, getting
more from simply torning ever the
piages of a tome than the ordinary
reader contd gain by the most laborious
study. The wise student will not al-
fow himself to depend upon his pencil,
but will enltivate this scholarly instiet:
what is worth finding io a volume he
will dikcover by its means, without ex-
trancons aid.
